“, . . Ihave been very busy, endeavouring to the utmost of my ability to check radicalism 
and disaffection, to seize upon machine-breakers and to bring them to condign punishment, 
but unhappily, notwithstanding we contrived to stow 260 of them into our old Saxon Castle, 
the greatest part of them have been acquitted, to my profound sorrow, and to the great 
exultation of evil disposed’ persons, who rub their hands, and grinning in my face, say ‘Ca ira.’ 

‘““ However, one bone of comfort still remains to me and the truly loyal; we have great hopes 
that the French will be speedily cutting each others throats. I assure you when we heard that 
old Lafayette had resigned, it was like a dram to persons on the point of swooning. . . . 

“But I have done other things besides labouring for the welfare of the state. I have 
completed the translation of the Kampe Viser, and have nearly mastered Icelandic by the 
assistance of your books, which by the way are quite safe, and shall be sent to you whenever 
you want them, they have been, I assure you, a fund of solacement to me, and whenever I am 
disgusted with the world, which is no infrequent case, I turn to them, and am in Valhalla 
immediately, the more I read of Icelandic poetry and saga, the more I am convinced of the 
truth of the assertion of Torfceus, that since the days of the Greeks and Romans, no literature 
has sprung up more remarkable, more imaginative, and which better repays the labour of the 
student than the Icelandic. 

“I have not yet seen the January number of the Westminster, so do not know whether 
you have inserted the article on Modern Danish poets; if you have not I shall be sorry, for I

I have asked myself more than once whether if I had preserved the secret of my 
origins under the neutral pseudonym of ‘Joseph Conrad’ that temperamental similitude would 
have been put forward at all. As to myself I have my doubts. I believe that, here at any 
rate, what is personal has been put to the account of racial affinities. The critics detected in me 
a new note and as just when I began to write, they had discovered the existence of Russian 
authors they stuck that label on me under the name of Slavonism. What I venture to say is 
that it would have been more just to charge ‘me at most with ‘Polonism.’ Polish Asiatic 
associations. Poland has absorbed the Western ideas, adopted Western culture, sympathised with 
Western ideals and tendencies as much as it was possible, across the great distances and in the 
special conditions of its national and political life, whose main task was the struggle for life 
against Asiatic despotism at its door. 

“So much for my heredity. As to formative influencies I must point out that I do not know 
the Russian language, that I know next to nothing of Russian imaginative literature, except the 
little I have been able to read in translations; that the formative forces acting on me at the 
most plastic and impressionable age, were purely Western; that is French and English; and that, 
as far as I can remember, those forces found in me no resistance, no vague, deep-seated 
antagonism, either racial or temperamental.” Etc.

The letters are friendly and intimate, dealing at length with her work, making numerous 
references to Ruskin and her visits to Brantwood. She refers to a proposal that she should issue 
a volume of selected poems, with illustrations, in which Mrs. Severn offered her assistance, and 
later gives the names of her favourite childhood poems. She sends her friend a copy of 
“Language of Flowers” issued in 1884, and states that Ruskin thinks it very bad, and is 
ashamed to show it to anyone; but the fault was that unsuitable paper was used and the effect 
of the illustrations lost. 

Ruskin’s health was a matter of great concern to Kate Greenaway, and in 1885 she refers to 
his resignation of the Oxford professorship through ill-health, and in 1886 she expresses her fear 
that he is overworking on other things whilst preparing “‘ Praeterita””—‘‘ which is work enough 
for any one man.’

This publication relates to the controversy over Yates’ article on Thackeray, which appeared 
in Town Talk in June, 1858 (No. 225). It had been preceded by a sketch of Dickens which had 
met with great success. Thackeray feeling injured, wrote on June 14 a letter to Yates demanding 
a retraction. Yates sought advice of Dickens, who was also a member of the Garrick Club, 
whereupon Thackeray appealed to the Club committee, on the plea that the criticism was 
personal, and that as he had met Yates only at the Club, it was the Club’s duty to protect him 
from Yates’ insults.

The affair created a coolness between 
Thackeray and Dickens that was terminated only a week before Thackeray’s death.

At one of the Dinners which Thackeray attended in 1848 (probably a dinner at the Inns of 
Court), where speeches were made on Literature versus Politics, Mr. Adolphus evidently intro- 
duced Thackeray as the next speaker and named him in very laudatory terms as one of the most 
distinguished ornaments in literature. 

Thackeray was very surprised at the laudatory way in which Adolphus introduced him, and 
in his reply used the word “ outrageous.” 

Thackeray, going home and thinking over what he had said, was very annoyed with himself 
for having used the expression, and the first portion of this letter to Adolphus is apologising for 
using it,—he then writes about ‘“ Vanity Fair’? and his own illustrations for it, and the poor 
result of its sales, by which the publishers had lost some hundreds of pounds. 

“I feel very much annoyed and repentant this morning, when I think of that mad per- 
formance of last night, and the words that I used in reply to yours. ‘Outrageous’ is a deuced 
hard epithet to apply to a gentleman’s language, and I quite blush now when I think of it. 

“TI.was frightened out of all propriety by the compliments wh. you paid me: and am so 
unused to speaking that I lose myself entirely, plunge about wildly catching at words, and trying 
to keep above water. I suppose this nervousness would go off with practice; but in the mean- 
while I beseech you to believe that I am not a reasonable being while under the panic of speak- 
ing, and that I never would have used such a phrase, had I been in my senses. 

“I wonder whether what you said about Vanity Fair is correct (regarding the drawings I 
know you are wrong, for they are tenth or twentieth rate performances having a meaning perhaps 
but a ludicrous business of execution) but about the writing? The publishers are at the minute 
several hundred pounds out of pocket by me, that I know for certain—and I try to keep down 
my elation wh. my friends’ praises may cause to me, by keeping this fact steadily before my eyes. 

“Excuse me for boring you with a long note: but I write to ask pardon for what (as I see 
them with a slight headache this morning) appear to have been very absurd and ungrateful 
words.”
